I do not believe the management and conduct of 
the land grants sttbsidized railroads towards the 
government has been such as to demand any con- 
sideration of sympathy beyond their strict legal 
rights. Therefore, the limit of the power of con- 
gress to forfeit these lands is the only limit which 1 
would consider ihn determining my vote, There is no 
more promising obligation on cong:ess to the people 
of this country than to pass this bill, which, amend- 
ed by the house ¢ommittee, will reclaim from the 
grasp of these corporations and extend to the peo- 
ple for homes from fifty to seventy millions of acres. 
Asthere isa contention as to the extent of our 

ower, I wil? vote for the largest. torieiture and 
eave the railroads to secure their rights in the 
courts. This manifestly public domain, earned and 
acquired by the blood, the sacrifices, the treasure 
and statesmanship of our fathers, is a sacred heri- 
tage and ought to be preserved for the homes of the

er ready large bo lies have passed in the hands of 
svndicates, foreign and domestic. It should be dis- 
posed of only in small bodies for actual homes of 
gciual settlers at reasonable rates. The more un- 
mortgaged homes and the fewer homeless peonle 
we have the greater will be our country and the 
happier the people. |

VETOING THE PENSION BILLS. 
The President Sends the Senate a Message 
Returning Private Pension Bulls. 
WASHINGTON, July 5.—On motion of Mr. 
Edmunds, it was ordered that when the senate 

adjourn today it be till Monday. 

Mr. Cullom gave notice that he would on 
Monday next ask the senate to consider the 
bill to amend the interstate commerce act. 

A message from the president vetoing the 
bill granting'a pension to Mary Anne Doherty 
was presented and read. It states that a largé 
share of the report of the senate committee on 
pensions (adopted also by the house committee) 
consists of a petition in which the woman 
says that her husband, who had served in a 
New Jersey regiment, left her in 1865 and has 
not been heard of since. She had received a 

ension as the widow of Daniel Doherty until 
f was discovered thi®™ he was alive 
living in Philadelphia and was 
himself ‘#drawing a pension there. 
She had succeeded in getting a pension 
in the first,instance by much false swearing. 
‘The police records of Washington (where she 
has been livirég), showed her to be a very bad 
character and that she had been under arrest 
nine times for drunkenness, larceny, creating 
disturbances and other misdemeanors. The 
theory seemed to be established (the president 
says), that no man who has served in the army 
could be asubject of death, or of impaired 
health, except as ihe resuit of army service, 
medical theories being set at naught. Even 
suicide was traced by devious and wonderful 
curious ways to service in the army, and the 
adjudications of the pension bureau were over- 
ruled in the most peremptory fashion by spe- 
cial actsof congress. The president would yield 
io no man, he says, in the desire to 
see those who had deiended the government 
liberslly treated. The unfriendliness to veter- 
an soldiers was a charge easily, and somctimes 
dishonestly, made The true soldier was a 
good citizen, and would be satisfied with gen- 
ercus, fair and equal treatment. The pension 
list of the republic should be a roll of honor, 
not a matter of indiscriminate alms-giving. He 
had attempted to stem the tide of improvident 
pension enactments: but he still felt a share of 
responsibility in letting too many of them be- 
come laws, 

The bill and meseage were referred to the 
committee on pensions, as were two other pen- 
sion vetoes} one on the ground that death had 
no connection with service in the army, and 
the other om the ground that the records did 
not show that the soidier in question (said to 
have been an ofticer killed in the Custer mas- 
gsacre) was in that expedition. 

The conference reporton the agricultural 
appropriation bill was presented and explain- 
ed in detail by Mr. Plumb. On one point the 
committee had been unable to agree; that was 
the item inserted by the senate making an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for continuing experi- 
mentsin the manufacture of sugar from sor- 

um. 

The coriference report was concurred in, and 
a further conference was asked on the sorghum 
item. A,.conference was ordered on the post- 
office appropriation bill, and Senators Plumb, 
Allison and Beck were appointed. 

‘The senate then, at 1:40 (instead of adjourn- 
ing), took a recess till 2:30 to give time for the 
enrollment of certain bills requiring the sig- 
natures of the presiding officers of both 
houses. After patiently but vainly waiting 
a quarter of an hour for the bill (rectifying 
blunders in the legislative appropriation bill) 
to be sent over from the house, so as to be 
signed by the presiding officer, the senate, at 
2:46, adjourned till Monday.

The House Spends oe Day Discussing the 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—The house went into 
committee of the whole on the bill for settle- 
ment of the claim of the state of Florida on 
account of expenditures incurred in suppres- 
ging Indian hostilities, and for other purposes. 

Mr. Dougherty, of Florida, spoke briefly 
apon the merits of the bill, setting out the 
emergency which had called forth the expen- 
ditures and maintaining the justice and equity 
of the measure. 

Messrs. Whitthorne, of Tennessee, and Day- 
idson, of Flotida, also advocated the passage 
of the bill, pointing to a precedent in the case 
of the payment of a similar claim of the siate 
of Texas, and declaring that there could be no 
question of liability of the government. 7 

Mr. Kerr, of Iowa, did not believe that the 
governuient should pay interest on the money 
expended as was proposed by the bill. It had 
not done so heretofore in such cases and any 
gule should be general. 

Mr. Jackson, of Pennsylvania, said parties 
weeking equity should come with clean hands. 
Representatives of the state of Florida had 
obstructed the passage of the bill to refund the 
direct tax to other states and deserved no 

uity hére. 

fr. Hélman called up the senate land grant 
forfeiture bill, with the amendments made by 
the house committee. As amended by the 
house committee the bill, which as it came 
from the senate proposed to forfeit grants ap- 
plying to lands lying opposite portions of aided 
roads not now completed, aeclores the forfeit- 
ure of lands lying opposite those portions of 
roads not completed at the time specified in the 
g ~ting acts.

ments were offered as follows: By Mr. Stone, 
of Missouri, to declare complete the forfeiture 
of the entiregrant where the read was not 
completed in time. By Mr. Payson of Illinois, 
representing a minority cf the committee to 
contine forfeiture to lands opposite portions of 
the roads not now completed. By Messrs 
Stockdale, of Mississippi, and Herbert, of Ala- 
bama, excepting lands granted to Gulf, Ship 
Isiand and the Mobile and Gurard railroac 
companiesand sold to actual settlers by the 
States for taxes. 

Mr. Holman explained the nature of the 
proposition before the house, com'ng 
from the committee, and pointed out the dif- 
ference in effect beiween it and the senate bill. 
He said the senate bili would declare the for- 
feiture of 5,627,436 acres, while the pending 
bill would work the forfeiture of 54,523,996 
acres subject to bona fide sales to settlers, As 
he was arguing that the railroads had no right 
to sell lands lying along incompleted portions 
of their lines, Mr. Payson: interrupted him to 
ask if he did not know that the supreme court 
had laid down a precisely opposite doctrine. 

Mr..Holman declined to be interrupted and 

continued his explanation of the features cf the 
bill. He held that lands were sold in many 
cases to speculators. Even though it was going 
further than justice required, the committee 
had recommended that to the extent that roads 
had been completed, sales made to bona fide 
purchasersshould be confirmed. This wonld 
leave the declaration of forfeiture solely as a 
matter between the government and corpora- 
tions, who themselves had no claim on the for- 
bearance of congress. He then went on at 
length to defend the course of the democratic 
party in the matter of granting lands to rail- 
road companies. 
» Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, spoke briefiy to 
his amendment, urging the justice of confirm- 
ing the titles of bona fide purchasers of lands 
of the Mobile and Girard grant. 

Mr. Clements, of Georgia, gave notice he 
should yote for the measure which promised 
the larZést restitution to the people of their 
lands, so that they might secure homes. He 
cidu’t believe that the conduct and manage- 
ment of these railroads toward the government 
had been such as to demand any consideration 
or sympathy beyond their strict legal rights. 
Therefore, the limit of the power cf congress 
to forfeit these lands was th only 
limit which he shonld consider. 
There was no wore pressing obligation 
upon congress than to pass this bill, and he 
would vote for the largest forfeiture and leave 
the railroads to secure their rights in the 
courts, if there were any doubt about the 
power of congress. This great public doma‘n, 
acquired and earned by the sacrifices, treas- 
ures and statesmanship of our fathers, was the 
heritage of the people and should be retained 
for their homes. 

Mr. Cates, of Alabama, was in favor of the 
forfeitiire of every acre of land that could be 
legally forfeited. But, unfortunately, the 
courts had decided that total forfeiture could 
not be declared, and that disposed of the re- 
poss of the genilemen from Missouri and Ar- 

cansas (Stone and McRae). As to the position 
taken by the chairman of the conmitiee 
(Iiolman) it was the most utterly illogical ever 
taken by alawyer. The fact that many ofthe 
grants were impolitic and ought never to have 
been made had nothing to do with the present 
proceeding. The question was, what could 
and should be done. He favored the amend- 
ment presented by the minoriiy of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Stockdale pleaded for the Gulf and 
Ship Island railroad, holding that it had not 
had an opportunity to comply with the terms 
of the grant, but was now hard at work, and 
he wished to save what had been already 
done. 

In concluding the debate, Mr. Hoiman ad- 
vised the house that the senate bill meant 
nothing, and members would be deceiving the 
country by passing it. The first proposition in 
order was Mr. Stone’s amendment to make the 
foriciture complete astoall lands, where the 
terms of the grant had not been 
complied with. Upon an aye and no 
yote, no quorum Was present, and the house 
adjourn ed. 3 


THE PRESIDENT’S PREROGATIVE. 


Lieport cf the Minority of the Pensions Com- 
mittee on the Veto Power. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.--Senator Turpie, in 
behalf of the democratic min ority of the com- 

mittee on pensions, today presented a minor- 

ity report dissenting from views in regard to 
the veto power expressed by Senator Dawes in 
the majority report from the pensions colmit- 
tee. The minority says: 

We regard that the power as qualified a negative 
upon that of congress, not derogatory to their rights 
or action. » Neither the power or its exercise can be 
regarded as an encrosch nent upon the province of 
congress since both are provided for in the coustitu- 
tion. Judge Story.in his justly celebrated com- 
mentary upon thatinstrument, says respecting it: 
“Power is important as an additional security 
against the enactment of rash, immature and im- 
proper laws.”’ Spezking of the action of 
the executive thereon, the same 
euthor remarks: “His view, if not more 
wise or more elevated, will at least be independent 
aud under an entirely diflerent responsibility to the 
nation from what be.ongs to congress. He is the 
representative of the whole nation. In tLe aggre- 
gate they are representatives only of distinct. parts. 
We donotthink the frequency of the exercise of 
this power upon the subject of private pensiom bills, 
even if it were a legitimate objection thereto, is all 
made out as charged. Outofalarge number of 
such bills,a very small percentage have been re- 
turned with objections. The frequency bears a very 
inconsiderable proportion to the number of applica- 
tions. 

As to the means of information made use of by 
the executive as a basis for his objections, the Presi- 
dent has certainly the same right to make use of the 
records, files, reports and opinions of the pension 
bureau as members of congress. The money of the 
people in the treasury, the fund out of which pen- 
sions-are paid, is a fand of such quality that it can- 
not be guarded too carefully against immature leg- 
islation. ‘The president, equally with any 
member of the _ legislative bodies, has the 
right and duty imposed -upon him to form 
aud express his opinion with respect to the justice 
of @ pecuniary claim: against this fund, being an- 
swerable under his oath and conscience only tothe 
constituency of the naticn for his action therein. 
Astothbe merits of particuJar bills recited in the 
commissioner’s report, we decm it here unnecessary 
for us to express'an opinion at this time, being will- 
ing to do so at such time as question properly arises 
upon the final passage thereof.” 

The report is signed by Turpie, 
Faulkner and Wilson, of Maryland.

QUARANTINE SERVICE. 


The Committee on Commerce Favors the 
Senste Bill. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.-—-Representative 
Crisp, from the committee on commerce, to- 
day reported favorably to the house the senate 
bill intended to perfect the quarantine service 
of the United States. The bill provides pun- 
ishment for any psrson trespassing upon any 
grounds belonging to any quarantine reserva- 
tion, and upon any master, pilot or owners of 
vessel entering any port of the United States 
in violation of the law aiming to prevent tho 
introduction of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases into the United States. The bill also es 
tablishes quarantine stations as follows: 

At the mouth of Delaware bay, near Cape 
Charles; at the entrance of Chesapeake bay; 
on the Georgia coasts; 
Diego harbor; in San Francisco harbor; and at 
or near Port Townsend, Puget Sound. 
propriajes $542,000 for the construction and 
maintenance of the above named stations. 

An appropriation of $15,000 is made for the 
maintenance of the gulf quarantine station 
(formerly Ship island) for the fiscal year 188%). 
The committee in its report says it cannot too 
earnestly urge upon congress the necessity of 
making ample provision for this im- 

ortant service. Heretofore it has 

een the custom to wait until 
one epidemic had become flagrant and then 
make an appropriation in spasmodic haste to 
be expended by the president in preventing 
its spread at an enormous cost, when judicious 
and timely expenditure of a*smail sum would 
have prevented its @iginal introduction. It 
matters not what the expert says, ;what shall 
be the future policy of congress in reference 
to the management of the quarrentine service, 
the rea] question now is, shall we establish 
and maintain facilities needed in this service ? 
The committee is of opinion that stations 
herein provided for are of pressing importance.

THE DEMOCRATIC CLUB LEAGUE. 


Last Day's Proceedings at Baltimore— 
Adoption of the Piatiorm—Grand 
Mass Meeting at Night. 
BALTIMORE, July 5.—[Speciai.}—The con- 
vention of democratic clubs had its second 
session this morning at the Academy of Music. 
When the hour for opening arrived, not more 
than 150 delegates were in their seats, but the 
lobbies and halls were well filled. William E. 
Kiussell, of Massachusetts, temporary chair- 
inan, called the convention to order at half 
past 10 0’clock. He stated he had received 
numerous telegrams from various sections of

the country wishing the convention success in 


its work, One of the telegrams stated that 
over a hundred cluos had been organized in 
Indiana, and that they were going to carry the 
state for Cleveland and Thurman. 

The report of the committee on resolutions 
was presented by J. T. Gathright, of Ken- 
tucky, and was as follows: 

The delegates of the democratic clubs of the 
United State in convention assembled, give their 
hearty indorsement to the platform adopted by 
the national democratic convention and pledges 


their enthusiastic sup, Ort to the candidates. We’ 


declare our most emphatic approval of the wise, 
progressive and patriotic admiwistrarion of Presi- 
dent Clevelaud and our beligf that the gencral in- 
terests of the whole eountry requires that he should 
be given asecondterm in the presidency, which 
his conscientious and fearless discharge of its duties 
entities him to receive. 

We warmly commend the nomination of Allen 
G. Thurman for vice-president, as that of an honored 
democratic statesman of long experience and high 
ability, qualified in every way to adorn that office 
and stand next in suceession to the presidency. 

We give our hearty indotsement to the sound and 
courageous message of President Cleveland at the 
opening of the present congress, and we rejoice at 
the coming passage by the demogratic majority of 
the house of representatives of a bill for eflecting a 
genuine reform of the oppressive war taxes. 

The platform was adopted by acclamation 
amid a perfect storm of cheers. 

The report of the committee on credentials, 
which agreed simply on the number of clubs 
sent by each state, was adopted, and Chair- 
man Corfran, of the committee on permanent 
organization, submitted his report, which 
named Hon. J. W. Winans, of Wisconsin, for 
president of the convention. 

Mr. Winan’s name was greeted with 
mighty cheers, and the report adopted without 
discussion. 

The newly elected president was escorted to 
the chair by L. I. Corfran, of West Virginia, 
Sidney Clark, of Kansas, and J. V. Tuttle, of 
Wisconsin.§U pon taking the chair Mr. Winans 
briefly addressed the convention, returning 
thanks for the high honor conferred on him, 
and stated that.the object of the gathering 
was to devise ways and means to defeat the 
enemy of our public’ institutions. He pre- 
dicted they would march on to victory, and 
that the principles of democracy wonld, for 
four years more, spread its benign influence 
over the country. 

At.the conclusion of his address, three 
cheers were given for Mr. Winans, three for 
the state of New Jersey, the state of his 
birth. and three for Wisconsin, whence he 
now hai's. 

The first official act of Mr. Winans was to 
put a motion for a vote of thanks to Chairmian 

tussell, which was noisily carried. 

Cougressman Tarsney, of Michigan, chair- 
man of the committee on permanent orgoniza- 
tion, made the report of that committee and 
submitted the constitution of the national as- 
sociation of democratic clubs. The plan pro- 
posed was for the selectionof a president, one 
vice-president from each state and territory, a 
secretary aud treasurer. The following names 
were recomimended for officers of the associa- 
tion: President, Hon. Chauncey F. Black, of 
Pennsylvania; secretary, Edward B. Whit- 
ney, of New York: treasurer, George H. 
Lambert, fo New Jersey. 

[t was suggested that each state name its 
vice president and four executives before the 
convention ado 1rned. 

A. delegate from Baltimore obtained permiss- 
ion to introduce a resolution in reference to 
the joint assembly of soldiers of the blue and 
gray at Gettysburg. The resolution stated that 
delegates tothe convention were thoroughly 
in sympathy with the spirit shown by soldiers 
of the two armies now united at Gettysburg. 
It was unanimously adopted. Recess. 

It was 3:45 when the convention was again 
called to order. The first8Sbusiness in order 
was the calling of states for the selection of 
vice-presidents and members of the general 
committees and the selections were ratified by 
the convention. 

Then Mr. Flattery, of Mississippi, rose and 
after commenting on the fraternal feeling 
which had characterized the convention and 
predicting a victory at the polls in November 
next, offered a resolution declaring that, in 
sympathy with the spirit of freedom the world 
over, the convention of democratic clubs pro- 
tests against tyranny and oppression whereyer 
they exist and declaring further that it is in 


favor of the success of the Irish race for home 


rule in Ireland. : 

The resolution was adopted amid applause 
and cheers. 

The committee on resolutions was then 
called upon and the chairman reported that 
the majority did not think it expedient to re- 
port on the Chinese resolution of the St. Louis 
platform. The only resolution which the com- 
mittee recommended for adoption was the one 
declaring that in the selection of vice presi- 
dent and members of the general committee 
to represent the District of Columbia the elec- 
tion shall be confined to purely local organiza- 
tions as on the rolls of thisconvention. It 
was further stated that there was a minority 
report upon the Chinese resolutions. 

Ex-Representative Willis, of Kentucky, 
member of the committee on resolutions, and 
the gentleman who had offered the Chinese 
resolutions, stated that the difference in the 
committee was merely one of propriety, and 
that there was no minority report. The com- 
mittee had been unanimous in opposition to 
Chinese immigration, but the committee had 
not thought it prudent to enter into an issue 
which had properly been met by the St. Louis 
convention. Unwilling to do anything to mar 
the harmony of the convention, he refrained 
from submitting the minority report, and 
moved the adoption of the majority report. 
This was agreed to afterah earnest request 
from Mr. Taylor, of Massachusetts, who 
thought that some action should be taken on 
jie Chinese question, in view of the fact that 
tince the meeting of the democratic conven- 

‘tion in St. Lous, the republicans had met in 
Chicago and placed in nomination a man who 
was named Ben Harrison. The democratic 
party and laboring men who made up its bone 
and sinew in the north, were against Ben Har- 


It ap- | rison on all his principles, and especially on 


the Chinese question. 

But his protest proved unavailing and the 
report of the committee on resolutions was 
adopted without any dissenting votes. 

On the motion of Mr. Schley, of Wisconsin,

GOVERNOR LEB 8PEAKS. 


The Democracy of Baltimore Out in Great 
‘ Force. 

Battrmore, Md., July 5.—A meeting was 
beld in the main hall of the academy of music 
this evening which was largely attended. 
Governor Jackson presided and Governor 
Fitzhugh Lee was first spesker. Governor 
Lee tendered his grateful acknowledgement 
for the applause with which~the announce- 
ment of his name was received. He paid a 
liearty tribute to the demecracy of Baltimore 
and expressed his love for that state which 
was affectionately known as ‘*Maryland 
My Maryland.” He alluded to the 
Preceedings of the cenvention, and 
said that members of the democratic clubs had 
shown by their actions that they were going to 
do their whole duty towards sterming the re- 
publican intrenchments and placing the ban- 
ner of democracy upon the ramparts of victory. 
He congratulated the young democrats before 
lim for not having to contend with the great 
— as to the right of a state to withdraw 

rom the union. The decision of that ques- 
tion had been left to the sword and by the 
sword the question had been decided, and to- 
day Virginia joined all other states of the 
union in asingle, sole desire to promote the 
glory and grandeur and growth of the Ameri- 
can republic. [Applauge.] 

Hie eulogized the public actions of Gréver 
Cleveland, and, at the mention of the presi- 
dent’s name, the large audience broke into 
loud applause, which was repeated when ref- 
erence was made to the action of the St. Louis 
POhvention in making stronger a ticket already 
strong by the selection of the ‘‘Neble Roman” 
for the vice presidency. The name of General 
Rebert E. Lee, as it fell from the lips of his 
aeenye, was received with tumultuous ap- 
plause.. General Lee’s saddle, said the goy- 
emor, was not stained with treason, as charged 
by John Sherman, for General Lee had fought, 
ag others had fought, for what he thought 
to be his constitutional priveleges and rights. 
Referring brietly to the tariff issue, he de- 
nounced as untri3 the charge that the demo- 
Cratic party wasafree trade party, and de- 
clared that the Mills bill was the embodiment 
of the democratic doctrine of protection to 
many, and not of the enrichment of a few. 

Ashe concluded, the band played “Carry 
me Back to Old Virginny,’’ as compliment to 
him.

Claims That She Will Control the Iron Man- 
ufacturing of the Country. 
CuicaGco, July 5.—A local paper says: 
Whatever the result of the struggle between iron 

and steel manufacturers and their men at Pittsburg, 

itissafe to say that Chicago manufacturers will 
seep open their mills and run them at their full ca- 
on ty. The truth of the matter is that Chicago has 
i bulge on Pittsburg just at the present time, and, 
tomll appearances, itisa bulge that will last. In 
the watter of steel rai! inanufacture—and iron man- 
ufacture, too, for that matter—Chicage has the ad- 
vantage of pretty much all, if not every one, of its 
competitors. Chicago manufacturers are mak- 
ing money, and lots’. of it, and $far- 
siggted men profe-s to believe that in- 
sidé of fifteen years this city will be the 
center of tae steel and iron manufacturing industry. 

In the s:cel industry there are three principal fac- 

{ors outside ot labor—coke, iron and markets. The 

latter may be considered the first market of the 

United States for stecl rails. In the northwest thres- 


er rths of the steel rails made are used in the north- 
We On. 


in other words, Chicago its ahead of- Pitts- 
burg, Youngstown and other neighboring points, 
just exactly the cost of shipping its output of steel 
rails betwecn Pittsburg and Chicago, Chicago being 
that much nearer the market. Itis now generally 
understood that at no pointcan ore and coke be 
brovght together more..readily and with 
less cost than here, One of the 
largest firms of the vara which 
was operating a plant at St. Louis, closed a few 
months avo for the reason that it couldnot get ore, 
Iron mountain ores being practically egiausted. 
Taking everything into consideration, iv’¥s stated 
that the Chicago mills are now ableto turn out 
steel rails at least $5 cheaper than they could last 
year. Consequenily, at $32 per ton this year they 
are makingjustas much as they were last year at 
237. In fact, they are making more, for the reason 
that they are tu:ning out more rails. The men are 
satisfied, notwithstanding the ten per cent reduc- 
tion, because they are making more money on ac- 
count of increased production, - 
THE GREAT LOCKOUT, 
The Nail Makers are not Involved in the 
tow. 

PITTSBURG, July 5.—The present iron lock- 
out presents a curious and important contrast 
to the great iron strike of 1882. At that time 
the nailers, as well as iron and steel workers, 
demanded an advance, @nd ail nail factories 
were closed downon the strike. This year 
the nail manufacturers did not go in with the 
association of manufacturers of iron, steel and 
rails in demanding areductionin wages and 
presented no scale, signing the scale of the 
amalgamated association of iron steel workers 
without a question, and the factories are run- 
ning as usual. 

Eastern and western rail manufacturers, at 
a meeting in Pittsburg in the early part of last 
month, agreed upon a uniform scale of prices, 
and practically formed a joint pool for the 
maintenance of these prices. Under this 
agreement, it is not necessary to amalgamate 
with the iron and steel men, as while rails can 
be maintained at $1.90 and $2.20 the present 
rate of wages can be paid. The amalgamated 
association counts on this source for deriving 
revenue to maintain resistance against the re- 
duction, and considers that it has entered the 
present conflit much better prepared to secure 
victory than in 1882, when it was necessary to 
fight the rail manufacturers as well. 

Tonight Morehead & Bros., iron manufac- 
turers, of Sharpsburg, Pa., signed the amalga- 
mated scale, making sixteen signatures so far. 
The Republic iron works, Oliver Bros. & 
Phillips and Carnegie’s Twentieth and Thirty- 
third-street mills started up today. None of 
the mills, however, were in full operation, and 
it will probably be acouple of weeks before 
the various firms that have conceded to the 
demands of the workmen will have their 
plants in full blast. 


AN ALLEGED PLOT 


To Blow Up the Tracks of the C., B. & Q. 
tailroad. 

CurcaGo, Ill., July 5,—-Thomas B. Roder- 
ick and J. A. Bowles, members of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, and another 
man named Wilson, were arrested on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy train, this after- 
noon, brought to Chicago and lodged in the 
county jail, under bonds of $5,000. each, 
charged with conspiracy to destroy the rail- 
road company’s property. They had a consid- 
erable quantity of dynamite in their possession 
when arrested. 

It is stated that the Burlington company has 
had a large force of detectives engaged .for a 
long time in watching the movement of the 
strikers. Severalso-called $‘agitators,’’ whose 
movements correspond with some of past ac- 
tions on the company’s property, were put un- 
der special® surveilance. It was discovered 
that dynamite was used in attempts to wreck 
the track within the past month. The prin- 
ciples were not allowed to make a move daj 
or night without being under the watchful] eye 
of an officer. It was impossible at least to lo- 
cate the dynamite, but the officials of 
the "Q’’ assert tonight that positive 
information was tinally received that today 
was chosen for an attack upon company . prop- 
erty. The ofiicials are very reticient regard- 
ing their sources of information, but the plot 
is known to them, and they admit that besides 
the definite plan to blow up trains upon the 
tracks by means of dynamite cartridges, that 
includes the possibility of an attack upon depot 

roperty sad tha magnificent office building 
honk: The officers say thatif the danger had 
been so immediate, they would have allowed 
the conspirators to go on and further criminate 
themselves, but the plot had reached the stage 
where it was necessary to take decisive steps 
to prevent great destruction of property, not to 
say the loss of human lives.

People. 


THE ACCIDENT AT WATER VALLEY. 


The Grand Stand Gives Way and Its Oceu- | 


pants are Buried Beneath the Debris 
—List of the Unfortunates. 


Water VALLEY, Miss., July 5.—Our little 
city which until noon yesterday was one con- 
tinuous round of enjoyment, was in mourning 
in the evening. ‘The Yallabusha fire associa- 
tion had made the usual preparations for their 
annual fourth of July meeting, and an im- 
mense crowd from neighboring towns and vyil- 
lages had assembled to witness to-day’s 


sport. 

At 1 o'clock, when about four hundred had 
taken seats on the grand stand, the building 
gave way and fell into a crash, burying in its 
ruins men, women and children, Indescriba- 
ble excitement and confusion followed. 
Strong men turned pale at the scene; mothers 
screamed for their lost children, and whole 
families were pinioned, as it were, in a solid 
mass under debris. Those who wereso fortu- 
nate as to be on the outside rushed tothe ros- 
cue andinashort time the imprisoned vic- 
tims were released. Something near fifty 
people were taken out with broken arms and 
limbs, bruised bodies and almost every con- 
ceivable wound. But it so happened that 
no one was killed outright. 

WATER VALLEY, Miss., July 5.—Excite- 
ment over yesterday’s accident at the fair 

rounds has not yet subsided. Physicians 

ave been continnously on duty since 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. Itis impossible to ob- 
tain a full list of the injured, but the following 
is a list of the dangerously hurt: rag f 
Weatherly, aged eleven, dying; Mrs. L. J. 
Weatherly, in critical condition; Mrs. J. 8. 
Mauldins, leg broken and otherwise injared; 
O. W, Briscoe, spine injured; Frank Trainor, 
leg broken; Tom Ray, leg broken; Knox Fol- 
lick, leg and arm broken; Mrs. Mollie Dickey, 
badly injured in the lowerlimbs. The doctors 
pa seventy-five- persons more or less in- 
jured. 


SEVERE STORMS. 


Several Washouts on Iowa Railroads—Sev- 
eral People Hilled in New Jersey. 

Des Mornes, Iowa, July 5.—Reports from 
different parts of this state show that last 
night’s storm was very severe. In this vicin- 
ity several houses were struck by lightning 
but no lives were lost. The storm was very 
severe all along the line of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy road, washouts being so 
numerous that no trains have reached this city 
over that road to-day. At Creston, one thou- 
sand feet of track is under water and a number 
of culverts were destroyed. 

Mason City, Lowa, July 5.—A very heavy 
storm swept over the north part of the county 
yesterday. Corn fields were levelled, a num- 
ber of houses unroofed and small grain badly 
dumaged. Kain and wind were accompanied 
by the heaviest electric storm known here for 
years. Many horses and cattle standing near 
wire fences were killed. 

New Brunswick, N. J., July 5.—The Penn- 
sylvania railroad round house at Millstone 
Junction was blown downin a heayy storm 
here this afternoon. James Barry, Hugh Gar- 
rigan and John White, three ball players, who 
were taking shelter from the storm, were 
buried in the ruins and Garrigan had an arm 
and leg broken; Barry was badly bruised and 
had a leg broken. A barn on George Plumly’s 
farm, near Middle was also blown down. 
Plumley is reported killed. Le was buried 
with two others, under the ruins. Three horses 
were killed by the fall of a barn. A dwelling 
and other buildings on the farm were wrecked. 
Terrible damage is reported everywhere here- 
abouts from the wind, hail and lightning; also 
at Middlebush and Miilstone. 

AspurRY Park, N. Y., July 5.—Duringa 
terrible storm here this afternoon the new 
Roman Catholic church was blown down. The 
edifice was enclosed and ready for plastering. 
Loss $2,000. 

Mason City, Iowa, July 5.—A_ terrible de- 
vastating cyclone swept down yesterday upon 
a number of towns on the Chicago,*’Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad, and it is impossible to 
estimate the damage done. The extent of the 
territory over which the storm swept was 
about a hundred miles in length, and nearly a 
mile in width. To the farming community, 
the blow is a severe one. Nodeaths have as 
yet been reported, but loss to crops, horses and 
cattle is enormous. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 5.—A special to the 
Press says: Lackawanna valley was_ visited 
this afternoon by the most furious storm ever 
known there. Two men and two horses were 
killed by lightning in Scranton, and great 
damage was done throughout the valley. Rain 
fell in torrents, while the lightning flashes 
were sharp, vivid and almost incessant. The 
streets were flooded with water, and in un- 
paved portions deep gullies were worn, espe- 
cially on hillsides, the streets in Hyde park 
and Providence faring the worst. At Jermyn- 
ville and Barbertown hailstones larger than 
walnuts fell. Fruit trees were stripped of 
their limbs and leaves, and all growing gardens 
and crops were totally destroyed. 
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A MISMANAGED CASE, 


The Report on the Trial of the American 
Dynamiters. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Congressman HBel- 
mont, chairman of the house committee on 
foreign affairs, which was instructed by a res- 
olution of the house to investigate the case of 
John Curtin Kent, will submit the report of 
the committee tomorrow. The committee 
finds that in June, 1883, Kent, a naturalized 
citizen of the United States under the name of 
John Curtin, was jointly charged with conspir- 

ng with Thomas Gallagher, Bernard Galla- 
gher, Whitehcad Ansburg and Charles Wilson 
to murder, by the use of dynamite, persons un- 
known. Bernard Gallagher and Ansburg 
were acquitted. Thomas Gallagher, Curtin 
and Wiison were convicted and sentenced to 
imprisonment for life. The report makes no 
recommendation, but presents an exhaustive 
histosy of the case, which is deseribed as re- 
markable for the weakness of the evidence 
against Kent and the mismanagement of his 
defense. The factthathe was a naturalized 
citizen of the United States was not stated on 
the trial. The report expresses the opinion 
that if he had been properly defended Kent 
would not have been convicted. Accompany- 
ing the report is the correspohdenae showing 
the effort of the president and Secretary Bay- 
ard to secure a pardon for Thomas Gallagaer, 
who was a Brooklyn physician, and in whose 
behalf a number of his Brooklyn friends in- 
voked the aid of the government.

MARYSVILLE, Cal., July 5.—A disastrous 
fire broke out here early this morning, raging 
in a block in which the most valuable business 
houses in the city are located. The fire con- 
tinued tospread for four hours, and the whole 
block, with the exception of two buildings, 
was destroyed. The principal losses were sus- 
tained by W. L. Ellis & Co., $42,000; Frost &

Glendon, $10,000. The total ioss is about 
$170,000; insurance (estimated), $90,000.

ALpany, Ga., Jnly 5.—[Special.j—A serious 
difficulty took place at Jim Hartsfield’s mill, 
in Colquitt county, about twelve miles from 
Camilla yesterday. A large concourse from 
Colquitt, Camilla and East Mitchell county 
gathered to celebrate the fourth with a picnic 
and barbecue. The Camilla brass. bamd fur- 
nished the music. Everything passed pleas- 
antly util the barbecue was served at 2 
o’clock. An altercation occurred between two 
Mitchell and Colquitt county boys. The lie 
was passed and resented. Friends interfered, 
when one man was hit and knocked down, 
Instantly all was ascene of confusion. Pistols, 
knives, clubs, boards.and every kind of weap- 
on was pressed into service. About thirty 
shots were exchanged. The scene was heart- 
rending. Women and children were weeping 
for fear their loved ones would be killed; 
others were flying in every direction. 

A. H, Jones, a prominent stock raiser of 
Mitchell county, was shot in the left breast 
three inches below the collar bone by Allison 
Cellier. The wound will likely prove fatal. 
Collier was shot through the right ear and 
badly beaten over the head. Jim Jones, of 
Colquitt county, was shot in the back between 
the shoulder blades and had his upper lip 
badly disfigured by a piece of scanling. His 
wounds are considered dangerous. <A. J. 
Moree was reported badly cut in several places. 
A lady, in attempting to escape, was shot 
through the hair. During the confusion the 
band stand broke down and the instruments 
ruined. The band struck a bee line for home. 
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AND HERE’S TWO MORE 
Free Fights at Negro Barbecues Near Au- 
gusta—Several Shots Fired. 

Aveusta, Ga., July 5.—[{Special.}—News 
from two negro Fourth of July barbecus, held 
out of town, teiis of sanguinary encounters at 
both places. One was held across the river, at 
Schultz’s hill, in South Carolina, and broke 
up ina general row. The fight was precipi- 
tated by a negro woman who was walking in 
the road and whocharged a negro driving a 
wagon loaded with watermelons with trying to 
drjve over her. ‘The driver protested in vain, 
and she brought her escort to avenge the 
indignity. Sticks were used freely, and when 
the wagon driver was getting the best of the 
encounter the woman’s champion drew a pis- 
tol and fired.

In democratic circles in the west, the 
view is taken that the real rough-and-tum- 
ble contest during the present campaign is 
to take place inthe east.

Under these circumstances the situation 
becomes decidedly interesting for both par- 
ties; indeed, it is especially interesting to 
the democrats. Before the nominations 
were made, Brother Watterson, and, if we 
mistake not, the editorial brother of the 
Kansas City Times, made some promises in 
regard to certain western and northwestern 
states which have heretofore been repubii- 
can. We hear little of these promises now, 
and it is perhaps well for the party that we 
do not. Asa fellow-countryman remarked 
at the Confederate Veterans’ barbecue last 
Wednegday, “a bird in the hand is the noblest 
work,’”’? This remark was made over the 
hot hind leg of a shoat, but it may be re- 
peated over the suggestion that the demo- 
crats are to carry states that have heretofore 
voted with the republicans.

In Defense of ‘Governor Alger. 

A number of republican organs, friendly - 
to Senator Sherman, are disposed to be s€- 
vere with Governor Alger and are taking 
side with the Ohio senator in his attack on 
Michigan’s governor for having depriyed 
him, Sherman, of many votes which he ex- 
pected in the republican convention from 
the southern delegates.

A BOY ON TRIAL 


For the Murder of His Baby 
Sister in Kentucky. 


The Little Wretch Completely Hardened—~ 
What WHil be Done With Him? 
His Coming Trial. 


JACKSON, Ky., July 5.—The trial of Law- 
ville Combs, the eleven-year-old boy who 


killed his sister, aged six years, is expected to 


take place here in the circuit court tomorrow, 
This murder, committed March 8th of the 
present year, and of which scarcely any men- 
tion has been made inthe newspapers, was 
one of the most shocking and outrageous in 
the whole annals of Kentucky. The -parents 
of the boy had gone away from home for a 
brief period, leaving Lawvillo and his sister in 
charge of the house. 

On the mother’s return some time after tho 
daughter could not be found, and diligent in- 
quiry was inade of Lawville as to her where- 
abouts. At first he declared that she had 


gone to a neighbor’s house, about a mile dis. 


tant, on an errand. But the mether, discov- 
ering blood strewn about on the floor, became 
more anxious than ever to ascertain the 
whereabouts of her child. The boy next tried 
to cover up his horrible crime by stating that 
he had killed a chicken during the absence of 
his parents, and the dripping of the fowl’s 
blood had produced the stains on the floor. 
This the parents would not believe, and after 
being more thoroughly questioned the boy at 
length admitted that he had murdered his sis- 
ter with the handle of an old skillet, striking 
her in the back of the head. 

He then built a big fire in the fireplace -and 
endeavored to burn her bedy, but cremation 
being a slow process, and fearing discovery, ho 
took the remainder of the body out of the em- 
bers, dragged it to a creek, throwing it into 
the water. | 

Not yet satisfied with the disposition of the 
remains, he afterward took them out of the 
water and buried them in a sand bank. On 
being exhumed the corpse was found to be ter- 
tibly burned,and was a frightful looking object. 

The boy gave as a reason for killing his sis- 
ter that a man who was a bearder at their 
house had offered him a pair of shoes and 
alsoa pair of suspenders to kli his sister, 
and he had accepted the offer with the ex- 
pectation of receiving the goods according to 
agreement. The anxiety of the boarder for 
the destruction of the girl arose from the fact 
that the neighbors had charged him with be- 
ing criminally intimate with the child, and 
had threatened on several occasions to resort 
tolynch law. ‘There seemed to have been 
some ground for suspicion, as immediately 
after the murder and the boy’s confession the 
boarder fled for parts unknown, and has not 
been seenor heard of in that vicinity since. 

The boy is brazen and hardened, taking the 
charges against him with the utmost coolness 
and indifference, not betraying even the slight- 
est fearofemotion. Apparcutly he is quite des- 
titute or any feelings of sympathy or remorse 
and swears, drinks and chews tobaccoin the 
most disgusting manner. Nevertheless he 
seems at times to suffer considerably in mind, 
and complains that his dead sister visits him 
by night and refuses to let him sleen. He is 
not repentant, however. and regards his awful 
crime as a matter of but trifling importance.

The Meeting to Ratify the Nomi- 
~ nation of Harrison. 


_A Brase Band, a Transparency and a Num 


ber of Red Hot Speeches But 


No Hall to Howl In. 


The republicans ratified the nomination of 
Harrison and Morton last night and made a 


good deal of noise. 
The meeting was held atthe west end of 


the courthouse steps. 

Tho crowd numbered about four hundred

There was a brass band sadly out of tune, 
which played between speeches, and there was 
a single transparency say 4x2 which was illu- 
minated with a pair of very uncertain tallow 
cand!es.; On one side of this transparency 
were thd words, ‘‘Ratification of the Chicago 
nomination,’’ the other side bore the legend, 
‘“‘Protection to our Home industries.’”’ One 
end said: ‘‘Harrison and Morton,’’ the other 
“Come one, come all.”’ 

Tle otations were delivered from the steps 
of the courthouse. 

Henry Williams, a black mail carrier, called 
the meeting to order and stated its object. He 
said that Colonel Buck desired to make a 
statement. | 

Colonel Buck was greeted with cheers. 

He explained why the meeting was held out 
doors, - He wrote a note to Mr. M. C. Kiser, of 
the county commission, last Saturday, asking 
the use of the basement of the court- 
house for the meeting. Mr. Kiser had 
refused to accede to the request, 
without giving the reasons therefor. Colonel 
Buck stated that all the county commiission- 
ers are his friends, and he felt satisfied that 
they had some real good reason for declining 
to allow the republicans the use of the base- 
meut. If they did not have good reasons the 
commissioners would'suffer more than the re- 
publicans on account of their refusal. 

Mr. Rh. D. Locke, of Macon, the principal 
speaker of the evening, was introduced.- He 
spoke about twenty minutes. Mr. Locke was 
one of the delegates to Chicago. ‘‘I bring you 
glad tidings,’ said he; ‘‘we are marching to 
the white house. The Chicago convention was 
the grandest assembiage of men that had ever 
been gathered together. They had adopted a 
platform and nominated a ticket that would 
Wei 

He praised Harrison as a conservative citi- 
zen, gallant soldier and great statesman. 

“The chief issue in this campaign is tho 
tariff. Thetariffisatax. Itisa tax laid on 
things which are sent over to this country to 
sell. The democrats want to reduce this 
tariff.”’ . 

Mr. Locke showed the effect of a reduction 
of the tariff on rice and sugar. He said that it 
would enable other countries to bring in rice 
and sugar and undersell our producers who haa 
their all in that business. The thousands of 
colored men who work onthe rice and sugar 
plantations would be driven into the interior 
aud be forced to divide the wages of the labor- 
ers in the hill country. This would mean 
starvation wages.

They understood him but 
didn’t'seem to know what he was talking 
about. 

Colonel George Thomas was called for and 
spoke} briefly. The gravamen of his speech 
was that democrats tried to answer the argu- 
ments of republicans by simply saying ‘‘Grover 
Cleveland.’’ 

Mr. J. C. Jenkins, the lawyer, was called 
for and spoke more than an hour. He simply 
elaberated what the others had touched upon.

Jenkins, 
madea speech.’’? Mr. Jenkins also stated that 
he considered "John Brown’s Body,’ etc., a 
very sweet song, and wished that somebody 
would sing it.

JUDGE CALHOUN’S DECISION. 


The Third Drunk Law Declared to be Null 
| and Void. 


-» Ordiuary Calhoun’s office was filled with 


lawyers and others yesterday morning whe 
were; interested in the habeas corpus case 
which was to test the constitutionality of the 
city ordinance making it obligatory upon the 
recorder to send to the stockade any person 
convicted of drunkenness three times. A 
great deal of interest was taken in the case. 

With the facts of the case the readers of THE 
ConstTITUTION are familiar. A man named 
Webb was convicted three times of drunken- 
ness,;and the recorder sentenced him to ten 
day’s work on the streets. Mr. Frank Haral- 
son sued out a writ of habeas corpus before 
Judge Calhoun. The writ was addressed to 
Chief of Police Connolly, who appeared in 
courti)with the prisoner. Colonel George 8. 
Thomas was associated with Mr. Haralson. 
The respondent was the city of Atlanta and 
Judge Pendleton fought the writ. 

The hearing began about a week ago and 
was continued till yesterday. 

The opening argument infavor of the writ 
was made by Mr. Fguralson, who spoke against 
the constitutional ff of the law. Ho held it 
to be opposed to®he charter of the city and 
consequently of no effect. He maintained 
thatthe charter of the city of Atlanta gave 
the recorder the option of ‘fining or imprison- 
ingacriminal. He asserted that the law was 
unjust, cruel and null and void. He insisted 
thatthe city council had exceeded its author- 
ity and assumed wnnatural powers when it en- 
acteil this ordinance divesting the recorder of 
any discretion. 

Colonel Thomas made a new point. He con- 
tended that the ordinance in question said in 
plain language and distinct terms that the re- 
corder ghall imprison offenders of this class, 
and/it des not say one word about making 
them work on the streets. He argued the 
point atsome length, and the force of his 
reasoning seemed to strike the ordinary favor- 


ly. 

Sudo Pendleton followed in an exhaustive 
argument for the other side—the constitution- 
ality of the “three drunks law.’’ He quoted a 
rood deal of law toestablish his proposition. 

Te held that section 3 of the city’s charter 
gave the general council the right to fine, im- 
rison or puton the public works criminals. 

f the recorder had sentenced Webb to ten 
days’ imprisonment it would have amounted 


to the same thing as the sentence he imposed.’ 


In thatcase Webb would have’ been put to 
work in the streets. Judge Pendleton con- 
tended that the lawin question had been en- 
acted in due form and possessed as much force 
a8 any other statute in the books. 

In rendering his decision Ordinary Calhoun 
said: ‘I have given this matter careful con- 
sideration, and wil] now deliver my opinion, 
and hereafter write the paper for the releaso 
of the prisoner. It is somewhat questionable 
if the recorder had the right to sentence the 
prisoner under the city charter, but he certain- 


ryman left on the 4th for Cincinnati. 


ly had not the right to sentence a prisoner to 
work on the streets under the new ordinance 
which distinctly states that for a third drunk 
the defendant must be imprisoned. Although 
I am not decided on that point now, yet I will 
add that in my opinion the third drunk law is 
a very harsh one, and one that probably would 
not stand if tested by a court of justice. I will 
order the prisoner discharged.” 

Chief Connolly at once released Webb, who 
weut off ahappy man. 

It is said that another phase of the question 
will be tested to-morrow. Sidney Freeman, a 
colored man. has been convicted for the third 
tine, and has been sentenced to serye ten 
days in the station house. The questlon now 
to be decided is whether the recorder has the 
authority to imprison a man for his third 
drunk, without giving him the privilege of 
paying a fine. 


THE SENATORIAL QUESTION. 


Judge Hammond Has-a Few Words to Say 
About His Opponent. 


“The attack made by Mr. Rice upon my 
record is in effect an attack upon my sincerity 
in my position before the public on the ques- 
tion of a state prohibitory law,’’ said Judge W. 
R. Hammond vesterday afternoon to a repre- 
sentative of Tux ConstTIrTuTION. 

‘* Whether or not,”’ the judge continued, “I 
am sincere in the position I now take on that 
question, as set forth in the interviews pub- 
lished in the Journal and Tue ConstTiTuTIOoN, 
I leave to the public. They will have to judge 
between me and Mr. Rice on that questicn, 
and I am perfectly willing for the people 
amongst whom. I have lived for twenty ycars 
to judge me. If I am sincere, and they be- 
lieve my position is a correct one, I expect 
their support. If they believe I: am 
not sincere, and that Mr. Rice is per- 
fectly so (which point I am also 
willing to leave to the candid judgment of a 
discriminating public, then I could not and do 
not ask their support.”’ 

“There seems, judge, some uncertainty 
about the exact meaning of your words.”’ | 

“Do I mean what I say when I announce 
myself in favor of a state prohibitory law 
against barrooms, and when I say I am not in 
favor of going any farther than that witha 
gencral law? Am I to be trusted by the pub- 
lic on that declaration ?”’ 

‘What abont the chargeof insincerity ?”’ 

‘Mr. Rice argues that I am not, becauso in 
the convention I declared in favor of a state 
prohibitory law. After mature deliberation I 
have formulated and given expression to my 
opinion as tothe kind ofa state prohibitory 
law I favor, and the extent to which it should 
go. On that declaration Istand.”’ 

‘What about the charge of inconsistency ?”’ 

‘T could defend myself against the charge 
of inconsistency, but waive that question be- 
cause the public is not interested init. What 
I do claim-is, that I now have settled 
convictions as to a definite policy. Whether 
I am sincere in making this statement I leave 
to those who know me.

‘2. If so, was he perfectly sincere in stating 
in the interview of July 4th that he was sorry 
the campaign had begun s@ early, and that he 
would not bave started itsosoon if it had 
been left to him?

A STRANGE DEATH. 


A Georgia Lady Dies in New York City 
While In a Museum. 


The New York Times gives the subjoined 
account of the death in that city of a distin- 
guished Georgia woman: 

“Mrs, Eliza Stokes, of Madison, Ga., the aged 
widow of Judge William 86. Stokes, of the Georgia 
supreme court, met a violent death in the Eden 
Musee, West Twenty-third street, yesterday after- 
noon. She and her granddaughter, Miss M. Mce- 
Henry, of Montgomery, Ala., visited the 
popular place of amusement about 2 o’clock. Mrs, 
Stokes, who was nearly 90 years old, walked 
with the support of acanein her right hand and 
with her left grasped the rightarm of Miss McHenry. 
Thus they made a tour of inspection around the 
main floor and started down stairs to the Crypt, or 
Chamber of Horrors. On the third step Mrs, Stokes 
lost her balance and was precipitated head down- 
ward. 

The fall was so sudden that her weight carried 
Miss McHenry off her feet and she feli forward 
also. The women landed together on the 
stone landing, but while Mrs, Stokes struck 
her head, her companion, being younger and more 
active was able to break the force of her fall and es- 
caped with nothing more serious than a shock and 
sone bruises. She got up as quickly as possible an 
turned to assist her grandmother, who was lying 
quite still with a bleeding wound on the head. 
llelp arrived quickly and asurgeon wassummoned, 
but Mrs. Stokes expiredina few minutes witheut 
regaining consciousness, The body was quietly re- 
movedtoa private room and every effort made to 
keep the tragic event from the. publie. Underthe 
circumstances this was impossible, but at the same 
time excitement among those in the Musee was 
ro bya and the management displayed tact and 
delicacy in the emergency. 

Miss McHenry, almost. overwhelmed by the mel- 
ancboly event, was kindly cared for by some sym- 
pathetic ladies present, and in due time reeovered 
sufficiently to be taken to her boarding house at 12 
Fifth avenue. The body of Mrs. Stokes was subse- 
quently removed there by permission of Coroner 
Kidman. A post mortem examination will be 
made. today to determine the cause of death, 
as it is not known whether or not the 
skull is fractured. Miss McHenry, in  ex- 
jaining the accident, said she could only account 
or iton the theory that her grandmother’s cane 
slipped as she was about to put one foot forward. 
The old lady wasinexcellent health, considering 
her age, and it is the opinion of Miss McHenry that 
the fall produced a fracture of the skull. 

Mrs. Stokes was a native of Roanoke county, 
Va., and belonged to one of the oldest and most 
prominent familics in that state. Her husband 
was a planter before the war and well known in 
the south. Since his death some years ago Mrs, 
Stokes had traveled much, Sie and her grand- 
daughter came here several weeks ago and stopped 
atthe New York hotel for a while. Mrs. Stokes 
was the mother of Mrs. Jane S. Weir. of Mont- 
gomery, Ala; The body will be taken to Madison 
Ga., for burial.

Ihave a bill of the 
faine sentine at my request, and the public can see 
ifthey wish, Tiere was another nurse hired after- 
wards at $3 per week, and I won't be positive, but 
think she was with me only one week. Then two 
White women each stayed two days I also received 
$> from the ladies relief, which I immediately 
turned over on my board. Dr. Mary Hicks gave me 
$1 as a loan, which I have never been able to return. 
She was very kind in, visiting me and J fully 
appreciate all she dd. Many of the ladies 
culled frequently and sent me things to. eat, 
and I thank them all kindly, but was not aware till 
now, that it was neccsary to publish the matter in 
order to prove I was both grateful and humble. I 
hope Mrs. M. R. Berry will pardon me for bringing 
her name in print, but lwantto say sheisthe salt 
of the earth. and when she givesto the poor, she 
don't lect her left her left hand know what her right 
dveth. I sold every particle of clothing I bad last 
summer to provide for myself, and after I worked 
myself down sick in the temperance campaign, she 
took me to her home, clothed me and provided for 
mein every way. I enjoyed all the privilece of her 
own family and each member did all they could to 
ma].e me hay py, and she is not the woman to assert 
tod«y that I sever showed any ingratitude, but she 
will testify that I thanked her over and over again. 
Mr. Crew, of the firm ot Phillips & Crew, loaned me 
eight dollars to pay my rent, and when! returned 
thanksand told him I would return itas soon as 

yssible, he said ‘‘don’t worry, you are welcome.” 
My friends may charge me with extreme sensitive 
ness and pverhapstao much independence for my 
own good, but these traits of character were 
born in me, and they being combinel 
with an ambitious desire to support 
myselfas longas I am able, may be considered a 
erime. Ifsol stand condemned. I did not ask the 
Ladies’ Aid society forthe loan of $40 to pay my 
bourd. ‘This statement is false. I did not owe No; 
$3) wasthe amount. Neither did they send me any 
messages during all my illness—not even of sympa- 
thv. I did request Mr. Mauck to telephone Captain 
Redding, my class leader and an official member of 
the church, to call and see me toassist me in get- 
ting into business.. His reply wast “I am too busy 
to come, and if I did I foes = do nothing for her,” 
Mr. Mauck then telephoned to Dr. Mary Hicks, I 
don’t know what the message was, but atany rate 
she referred himto the city warden. Ithen hai 
Mr. Mauck telephone to Miss Missouri Stokes, of 
Decatur, who is state secretary of the Ladics’ 

‘hristian Temperance union. She wrote me a 
postal saying she did not have time to come, but for 
me to write. I did not wish to put my affuirs on pa- 
yer, 89 J did not write. I then got a friend to go 
personally to Mr J.G. Thrower aud lay my case 
open to him in full and request him to 
visit prominent prohibition men and ask them 
for the loan ofa smallsum fcr ashort while. Mr, 
Thrower promised to take my casein handand do 
for, but I never heard from him afterwards. I sent 
to him because he was state secretary of the Good 
Templars and was prominent in temperance reform. 
I have taken allthe orders in the Good Templar 
lodge, also the Sons of Temperance. Ihave given 
the most of my life to temperance work, and have 
been dependent entirely om voluntary contributions. 
Ihave worked fortbe cause and not for money. 
Yet I received no response from any one. If they 
were not appealed to then their ofliceris rcesponsi- 
ble. . 
I then consulted Dr, Powell, who adyised me to 
get a.permit and go to the city hospital. I accepted 
thisin preference to starvation. I had Rev. Mr. 
Jones draw up the permitforme toadd his signa- 
ture. Ithen went to Rev. Mr, Lee, pastor of Trinity 
church, for the purpose of securing his signature. 3 
sent in my name by his little daughter, saying I 
wanted to see him only for a moment on important 
business, The daughter brought back the message, 
‘Papa is resting and cannot be disturbed.”’ Theserv. 
anteame to the door just then and I repeated my 
message. She replied the same asthe child. I 
then asked for Miss Lee, whose voice I could hear, 
she said: ‘Tell herI’m too tired tosee anyone.”’ 
One week before my illness I attended Dr. Lee’s 
prayer mecting,; and after service I went forward 
and introduced myeelf to him, teling himI could 
not attend my own church (being too ill to walk so 
far), and would he be kind enough to make me ac- 
quainted with some of his members. thatI might 
enjoy church fellowship with then? He insisted 
on my removing my letterto his church, but I re- 
plied that I was’ devoted to my own, and should 
never leave it while Dr. Morr:son was its pastor; 
and previous to this Mr. Marsh tried to secure his 
church for me to lecture in. Then how can he, 
with a clear conscience, say publicly to his people 
that he never knew me? Can Dr. Lee deny this? A 
certain Christian gentleman went to him last week 
and told him there was a widow woman in West 
End with three children and she was very destitute. 
Whatcan you doto relieve her? The gentleman 
said: ’‘I have given all I could, but that is not 
enough.” 

Dr. Lee got his parish book and, after looking it 
over carefully, replied: “She is not on my parish 
list,’’ and did not consent to give or do anything in 
her behalf. “She is not one of my parish.’’- May 
we not thereby conclude she had no demands on 
him for charity or sympemy! Now, Iam perfectly 
resigned to my fate. If itis God’swillI shall die a 
pauper. I have grace enough in my heart to sub- 
mit cheerfully. My grief is not on account of my 
ooverty, but lack of sympathy, and my charges ale 
fai at the door of those only ‘‘who knew their 
duty but did it not.”” The charities of last year or 
five years ago will not cancel our duty today.

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LOCAL ORSERVATIONS. 


The New Process of Refrigera- 
tion in Atlanta. 


An Interesting Talk With Mr. H. I. Kimball 
~How the Work is Progressing—W hen 
It Will be in Operation. 


~The very hot weather for the past few days 
has made the people especially interested in 
the new system of refrigeration. A _ reporter 
of Tuz ConstITuTIon dropped into the office 
of Mr. H. I. Kimball, and the following con- 
versation ensued : 

“Mr. Kimball, I called to ascertain if you 
had commenced the delivery of refrigerators 
fitted up with your system yet.’’ 

“YT am very glad to answer that question 
through Tue Constitution, as I answer it 
very often upon the streets, and I am sure that 
there is much interest taken in the subject,and 
apparently it is not well understood. The es- 
tablishment of a business of the character and 
magnitude of this refrigerating business, is one 
that requires time, and very much more time 
than would be required if the business was not 
new. Every workman has to be educated, and 
itis very difficult to get the material to work 
with. My own business, as I have before 
stated to Tne ConsTITUTION, is in the distill- 
ing and refrigerating apparatus, and  or- 
ganizing local companies to take charge 
of the business after stills have been 
erected. But in order to facilitate the 
local company, in getting an carly startin the 
business, the company I represent have gone 
forward and prepared a number of domestic 
and market refrigerators, also fitted up.six or 
@ight cold storage rooms in this building. 
These rooms are ready for piping, and one has 
been piped, but it would be impracticable to put 
them into operation, and put in 
goods for storage while the 
workmen are still engaged in 
fitting these in connection with 
them with the doors constantly 
‘open and many people running in 
and out would defeat the very object in view, 
and'I think the local company will do remark- 
ably well if they get these series of rooms in 
condition for the reception of goods by the 
first of the coming month. They have already 
commenced fitting up the basement for what 
they term a cheaper class of cold storage, such 
as molasses, lard, &c., which will not require a 
temperature below 55 or 60 degrees.” 

. “Has the local company accepted, and taken 
charge of the plant, as you call it, yet ?’’ 

**Practically, yes, formally no. By the terms 
of our contract with the company 1t has until 
the 15th of this month for examinations and 
tests, and is devoting this week toa series of 
tests. Colonel T.M. Rh. Talcott, one of the 
directors, and an expert in such matters, is 
giving the matter the most careful attention, 
and the committees are scrutinizing very 
closely every item of expense in connection 
with the refrigerating and cold storage depart- 
ment. We have no disposition to hurry them, 
for we know that the closer they examine 
them the better they will be satisfied,and they 
know we have to pay the rent up to the time 
of their acceptance and taking  pos- 
session ot the plant, for which 
they’ve not formally done yet, but I 
bave heard individual expressions from nearly 
évery member of the board, I think, and they 
‘are all highly pleased, and satisfied that the 
apparatus will do very much more than is 
guaranteed by the contract.’’ 

‘‘Well, haw soon do you think they will be 
ready to suppiy refrigerators to citizens ?”’ 

'; “We are working at that forthem as rapidly 
as possible, and have adozen or more pipe- 
‘fitters preparing piping for Phelan’s dairy, the 
Markham house, Durand’s restaurant, Craw- 
ford’s meat market, Echols & Richards’s meat 
| market, Donehoo’s fish’ market, Johnson’s 
chocolate rooms, and several other parties 
whom I have seen in here talking with my 
brother and Mr. Fuller in regard tothe mat- 
ter. Personally I am, of course, not giving 
much attention to that, but am arranging and 
‘ordering the material for the plant in Macon. 
They have already secured a building and are 
“gang ig it for the reception of the plant, and 
am in negotiation with parties in Richmond, 
Norfolk, Charlestown and Augusta for the es- 
tablishment of the system in their respective 
cities.”

“I do not think that they can afford to do 
s0, forthe reason that the demand from par- 
ties who require a much iarger amount of re- 
frigeration will pay them much better. 
You sce it takes very little more trouble 
or expense to supply a consumer who 
will pay them from $15 to $60 per 
‘month than it does to supply a _ custo- 
‘mer who would pay them from two to tive 
| dollars per month for domestic refrigerators. I 
know, however, that they are fitting up re- 
frigerators for Mr. Collier, Mr. O. C. Fuller, 
Mr. M. C. Kiserand Governor Bullock, and 
in the course of sixty days they may be able 
to supply oshers, but the public should bear in 
mind that this local company has only been or- 
ganized little more than a week, and it has not 
+ yet called in the first installment on the cap- 
ital stock, and it could hardly be expected to 
organize a force and put itself in condition to 
commence earning money or put out their pro- 
duct the first week.’ 

“Did you not expect to Jay the pipes in the 
ces riey and get in working order sooner your- 
self?’
